B. HISTORIC PRESERVATION SEMINAR TWO STAG'S REQUESTED. 
TENTATIVELY SCHEDULED AS THREE DAY SEMINAR IN QUITO IN LATE 
MAY OR EARLY JUNE. FURTHER TO QUITO 8008, SUGGESTED CHOICES 
FOR STAG'S ARE JAMES FITCH, GEORGE KUBLER, AND JOHN 
MCANDREW OF WELLESLEY COLLEGE. GEORGE KUBLER HAS 
RECEIVED HIGHEST RECOMMENDATION FROM DANIEL RUBIN 

DE LA BORBOLLA OF NATIONAL MUSEUM OF ANTHROPOLOGY 
OF MEXICO AND CONSULTANT FOR OAS WHO WAS HERE ON RECENT 
VISIT. BORBOLLA SAYS HE "COULD NOT IMAGINE HAVING A SEMINAR 
WITHOUT KUBLER.' 1 BORBOLLA ALSO RECOMMENDED DR. JOHN
